AWARD 
By a Notification No. LR 2 (336 ) datod 12th April 1951 the industrial dispute 
botwocn the workmon omployed in the coal minos situated in the States of West 
Bengal, Bihar , Madhya Pradosh , Assam And Orissa and their employers regarding 
holidays with full pay and allowances on August 16th 1950 and January 26th 1951 
has boon referred to this Tribunal for adjudication in the following terms : 

" Wher ons til industrial clipputo has itinen or is apprehenderl between the 

workmen cmployorl in tho ( oal mines situated in the States of West 
Bongal, Bihar , Madhya Pradesh , Assam and Orissa and their employors 
regarding holidays with full pay und allowancos on August 15th 1050 

and January 2011 19.31 , 
And whereas the Central Governinent consider it dosirablo to refer the dis . 

pute for adjudication , 
Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c ) of sub -section 

( 1 ) of soction 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act 1047 (XIV of 1947 ), 
Tho Central Govornment is plonged to refer the suid ( lispute for adjudi 
cation to the Central Government Industrial Tribunal at Dhanbad , 
constituted under Section 7 of the said Act." 


2 . From the Notification it is clear that tho disputo in botwoen the workmen 
mentioned abovo and their employers with regard to the holidays with full pay and 
allowances on August 15th 1950 and January 26th 1951. Before I doal with the - 
main ( ase I should roſor to tho argument of Shri Satish Chandra Sen representing 
Mesera . Orr Dignam & Co Calcutta , who filed his authority and wantod to bo hoard 
As ropresenting uho employers . There wils all objection from topresentatives of the 
other side to his appearance and I uphell the objection ruised by the othor sido in 
viow of the amonded Section 36 , sub -section (4 ) of the Industrial Disputes (Amond 
mont) Act 1950 . So Shui K ( Sen appeared to represent the various associations 
which woro served with noticon to appoar in this case . 

3 . One of the argumento advanced by Shri Satish Chandra Son was that tho 
aguociations wluch havo been solved with notion in this caso aro not coalmine owners 
und as they wero not parties to the dispute in tho capacity ofmine owners ( employers ) 
lie could represont them before this Tribunal. Simply forwarding of copics of notice 
According to him does not incur that the asociations are parties to tho dispute , 
This line of argument does not comniend itself to me beouuse so far as appearance 
of the partios are concerned , in the Cine of workmen we kuow that oach man is not 
vorved wit 1 2104 ice . It is only the body to which the workmon bolony to whom 
Joticos ALA served and then they {170 vepresented by the offiroze of that body . 
Scotion 36 , sub - section 2 is important in this connection . It run as follows : 


" 36 (2 ), An omployer who is i party to a dispute shall be entitled to be ro 

presented in any proceeding under this aot by 
(a ) an officer of An Ansociation of employors of which ho is a membor ; 
(1 ) an officer of & federation of associations of employers to which the associa . 

tion referred to in clause (a ) is affiliated ; 
(c) where the employor is it a meinber of any association of employors , by 

an officer of any association of employers connected with , or by any 
other employor ongaged in the industry in which tho employer is 
engaged and authorisecl in such manner as may be proscribed ." 
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4 . I uin afraid that Sub - scction (2 ) mentioned above is a clear unswer to the 
Argument advanced by Shri Satish ( hundra Sen that the annuutions mentioned 
in the notification are not mine owners nor did they engago workmen . Iho notifi 
cution was published in the Gazette of India . If any of the coal mine ownors wanted 
to be a party they would have come i nd prayed to be heard. But here to various 
associations mentioned above represent the employers in the coal industry of the 
various places mentioned in the notification , 


5 . The next lino of argument is thut this Reference in incompetont and some 
Authorities were citod ie., L L . J ., 1949 , Vol 1, Pago 13 Theo the notificution 
was in tho following torms : 
" Whereas industrial disputes have arisen between the workers and manage . 

monts of certain Engineering firms an Type foundries in the Province 
of Madras and wholoan industial disputes are apprehended in the rest 
of the Engineering firms anel Typo foundries in respect of ( ortain 
inattore ; . . . . . . in exerciso of the pow ( $ conferred by Sertion 7 (1 ) 
and ( 2 ) road with Section 10 ( 1 ) ( ) of the Industrial Disputos Act 
1947 . . . . . . . . His Excellency tho Covernor of Madras hereby consti. 
tutor an industrial Tribunal consisting of one person flamely Suri 
T . D . Ramayya Pantulu . . . . . . and dircct that tho said i lustrial 

disputes be referred to that Tribunul for adjudication ," 
After the above quotation tho first sentence that ocours is : 
" It is scen that in this notificaiion there is no reference to ANY SEPCIFIC 

disputes between diny group of workers and managements ; nor in 
there any specificution of the firms in which disputes between tho 

manegement and workers existed , " 
and then it was hell 
" that a general notification of this kind without specification of either the 

disputes or the Grins in which disputes have Alisen was not compotent 
and the Tribunal had no jurisdiction to onquire into disputes broug] 1, 

before it by workers in any particular firm . " 
6 . It was hold that although it may have beon alright under Section 7 ( 1 ) of the 
Industrial Disputen Act 1947 , it was not sc undor Section 10 ( 1 ) of the Act . In this 
case lowever there is clourly a distinct reference to the nature of the disputo and that 
is that tho dispute is with rogard to the holidays with full pay and allowunces on 
August 15th 1950 and January 26th 1951 . I am afraid that this lino of argument 
cannot succeed . The partios who appoared and to whoin notics were sorvod are 
covered by Section 36 of the amonded Industrial Disputes Act which are alroadly 
mentioned . 

7. Now coming to themain question whether the workers are entitled to holiduys 
with full pay and allowances on the two date mentioned in the Government Notifi 
cation , Shri Desai who appeared on behalf of tho Koyola Mazdoor Panchayat urged 
that on 9th January 196 ] the Government of India issuel a Press Noto rocommend . 
ing that the 26th January slould bo observed us a puid holiday. This however 
was not accepted by the coal industry in Bengal und Bihar . In 1980 it was declared 
as a holiduy on 26th January. He furthor pointed out that in Madhya Pradosh the 
colliery proprietors accepted 26th January as a paid holiday. With regard to 15th 
August, Shri Degui urged that Jamshedpur, Burnpur , Kulti , Kumardhobi, havo 
declared it to be a paid holiday. On this point I have not been provided with any 
documentary or oral evidence nor about the mica industry in Kazaribagh or the 
Singareni collicrics in Hyderabad or the Government of India railway collicries to 
which reference was made . But I was shown a parsaga at pago 1101 of the Indian 
Labour Code , 2nd Edition , where the list of holidays observed in Bata concerns are 
mentiored and the 8th item in that list refers to Independence Day that is 15th 
August. This line of argument was adopted by the other representatives of the 
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workers, only with this difference, that Shri B . P . Sinha representing the Bihar 
Khan Mazdoor Federation developed a new line of argument by saying that the 
Referenoo was with regard to 15th August and 26th January in every year , 
Looking at the Referonce I am not prepared to wooopt his contention . My view 
in to a very great oxtont similar to the view oxpressed by Shri Shiv Kali Bose repra 
Henting the Indian National Coalmino Workers Foderation who said that the Refera 
noe to the Tribunal is with regard to these two spooific dates , One has only to look 
At the wording of the Reference to hold that the Reference is with rogard to the to 
two specifio datea . 

8 . On behalf of the employers Shri K . C . Sen drow the attention of the Tribunal 
to para (6 ) and (9 ) At page 447 of tho Conciliation Board s Award . By para ( 6 ) the 
number of holidaye was inoreksod from 12 to 14 days with pay for monthly paid 
staff . In para (9 ) it is said : 
" We consider that whero desired this may be taken from the aromed annual 

loave ,but that payment for Poojah daya as such cannot be supported ." 
That the annuel 104ve being 14 dive it is not neoogsary to add any more paid 
holidays in the colliorius, Imuy mention here in plesing that th Conciliation Board 
Avrd was signad on 12th April 1917 and the Board oould not have before them 
the inportanon of tha qiraation of holidays with full paymont and allowances on 
15th August 1947 or on 28th January 1950). He further pointed ont that when in 
1917 , 15th and 10th Ang119t ware given as holidays and in 1960 January 2Ah And 
27th were given os prid holidays it was on the understanding that it should not be 
trated as a propertont . There was no paid holiday on 15th August 1948 or 15th 
August 1949 and this wila nesor questioned by tho workman , He algo said that 
thoro aro nc paid holiday, in this coal industry . The workers representativar on 
the other hand raia that this matter was olways there and sometimes whe employers 
granted the holidays and grmetimes thoy did not. 

9 . Shri K . C . Son further pointed out that these days are in the nature of an 
apdivorsry of a partionlar Avont and tharo need not be any holidays on overy 
Anniversary of the ovant. Ho further omphasised the foot that ooel industry is a 
Publio Utility indzatry and some work had to be carried on ovon on holidays and 
there should not be any olodprid holidugº in the coal industry be041199 those who 
19 to work will have to be paid extra wagog for those days . I ngad not any much 
with regard to the first part of the argument. But to the lattor part of the argu 
mit Imy guy that thora are other ind 19trios where the work oonrine from clay 
to lry and even thore tho 0939ntia ) wrirkers are maintained with epnoial payment 
Aton when the cthor perple are given holidays . 

10 . The case of the workmon is that these two dates are importart in the 
history of India . 15th August is Independenoe Day when the poopla cf India got 
their indepandonos and 26th January is the deto when a Republio was declared 
and the magg09 onjcy those holidays as well as the intelligentia of the mountry , 
Ingtanong aro not unknown in which people in other countrios do celebrate the day . 
on whioh they obtained their Independence . For example 4th July in the United 
States of Amerioa and the 141h July in Franoo and the workers in the colliorios do 
want to onlabrito 15th August and 20th January as tho two days are the landmarka 
in tro modoin history of Tudia towards thoir obtaining frondom . Moreover all the 
Govormont of India oflioos and the Provincial Government offices are closed on 
those days. I asked the Regional Labour Commissioner (C ), Dhanbad , to let me 
know the looal conditions and his reply is attached as Appendix A to this award 
for what it it worth . But there is something more important than h19 reply in 
the shape of an award . It is an award by the Industrial Tribunal, Bombay, 
published in the Bomba . Goparnment Gazette dated January 11, 1951 at pago 236 . 
Thore the virker deundor 7 d yg prid holiday but they were allograd 4 days 
paid holidays. T11999 4 diya wire 15th August, 26th Janviary , Holi nnt Diwali. 
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The disputa was between the Bombay Engineering Metal Workers Ltd . and ito 
workman . Even when instearl of 7 duys 4 days wora awarded 80 paid holidays , 
those two duys aro includori in that award . If I may be pormitted to say go , with 
duo rozpact I think thago two days wyra rightly included in the list of paid holidays 
in that award . Of the various gonoral holidays that aro givon they are on cooasion8 
of importance only for certain sections of the poople . For oxamplo gonoral holidays 
are given although I l is important for Muslims only , Holi for Hinduis only and 
Christmas for Chiristians only . But in this case those two date , aro of importado 
for ovory citizen of th , Indiantoica as they aru tho two important landmarks ino 
the history of India . 


11 . Uniir th933 ciroumstances I am of opinion that 15th August 1950 and 26th 
J 199ry 1951 raforrad to in the Givaramnt Notifioation should be doolarad 2 
sholidays with full pay and allowancos , 


I thorofore give my award in terms aforosad .

April , 1948 . Sub - section ( 3 ) of Section 1 of the Aot provides that the Central 
- Govornment mly , by notifioation in the official Gazetto , appoint the dato or dates 
on which it shall como into force and differant dates may be appointod for differont 
provisions of the Aot and for differont Provinces. Under these powers the Contral 
Government issued a notifiuation by which ohaptors I, II, II [ An -1 VIII of tho Aot 
have been brought into force in all the Provinces of India form 1st Septembor , 
1918 . This was naoongary in order to onable setting up of the Statutory Bodies 
and the friming of the rules and Regulationt. Too Oportiv 1 W29 Ostablish 
by anothe - notifiuation with effoot from 1st Ostobor, 1948 and it was inaugurated 
by His Excellency the Governor General on Wornoday , the 6th Octobor , 1948 . 

2. The Corporation held its first meeting immediately after its inauguration 
oeromoney on the 6th Ootober, 1918 , It oleotod momhors to the Strydiag Commit 
tog to be constituted under Section 8 of tho Aot and thoroaftor the Central Govern 
ment issue 1 & notifiuation sotting up tho Standing Committoo . A notification 
setting up the Medical Bonofit Council was also issued by the Central Government 
on the 28th December , 1948 . The Stan ling Committee held ons meeting during 
1948-49 but no meating of the Medical Benefit Council was held during that finan . 
cial year, 

3 . The first meeting of the Corporation considered the Agenda before it and 
bosides oleotin ; certain members of the Standing Committee pissed a number of re 
Aolutions nece999ry to carry on the day to day work of tho Corporation It 
referred the following questions to the Standing Committee : 

(a ) Preparation and publication for objeotions of Regulations ; 
(6 ) Proposals regarding organizational set -up ; 

(c ) Sanotion for the staff . 
It set -up A Sub - Oummitteo to examine the question of utilizing the alternative 
systems of modicine for providing inactical care under the Scheme. 

4 . Tho Stan ling Committeo hold its first meeting on the 7th Ootobor, -1948 , 
It set up a General Purposan Sub -Committee consisting of Chairman of the Standing 
Committoo and five other mombers with powers to on-opt other members whon 
nocophary and refrrod a number of items including Draft Regulations , or 
ganizational set -up , preparation of budget estimates , scales of puy and conditions of 
borvice of the staff to this Sub - Committee . It also dooided the inanner in which 
appointments under the Corporation may bo made . Other questions considered 
, uy the Stundling Committo inoluded th - progross of mediral survey in the

It authorized thọ Genoral Purposes Sub -Cominittee to go into tho question 
Jegarding location and estinatal cost of the building for Headquarters of the

5 . The General Purpunt Sub -Committoo hold six mootings during the period 
onding 31st March 1949 , on 26th October , 1948 , 2nd November , 1948 , 9th Novom 
ber, 1948 , 17th November , 1948 , 23rd March 1919 and 31st March , 1949 . At these 
meetingy various questions roſorrod to the Sub - Committoo by the Standing Commit 
lng were oongidered , Tho more important points considered in these in setings in 
ludod tho quostions relaliny to staff and General Regulations , ganotion of oortuin 
waff for the Headquarters and for the Pilot Scheme, acoommodation for the Head 
luarters of the Corporation , appointmont of auditors and the organizational set -up . 

6 . Accommodation for the Headquarters of the Corporation - Tho Standing Com 
mittee had at its first moeting, como to tho conclusion that it was desirable that the 
Headquarters should be located in or near Delhi or Now Delhi at least for the first 
two or three ymark , The Accommodation Allvisory Committoo of tiio Contral 
Government, howevor , did not agree to the location of thọ Hoadquarters here and 
So sufficient Governmont ac.uommolation was not made availablo . Efforts were 
accordingly made to get a site from the Criof Commissionor, Delhi, so that a building 
could be constructed thoreon . Thoso offorts did not, however bear fruit and the 
work of tho Corporation was cruriod on in i fow rooms allotted for the purposes 
by the Govt . in P Block , New Delhi.

Rules, Regulations , Procedure etc . -- (a ) The Rules to be framed by the Contral 
Government under section 07 of tho Aoi word published by them on 4th November , 
39 iban copies of the Draft Kuley were circulated to all the members of the Corpora 
ton and their own wure duly sent to the Central Government on 31st December , 
1018 along with the views of the Director (icneral, 

(6 ) The first Draft Regulations propurod by the office were plaood before the 
General l urposes Sub - committee at its moeting held in March , 1949 and wore under 
consideration by them ut tho close of the period onding 31st March , 1049. 

(c ) Proposals regarding organizational set -up , including briofly the procedure 
to be followed , wore place I before the General Purposes Sub- Committoe at its moeting 
hold during the month of March , 1949 . 

9 . The Employoes Stute Insurance Huur way declared a Loom Fund by a 
notifioation dated the 10th Mroh , 1949 . 

10 . Medical Benefit Arrangements . The provision of medioul benefit under 
the Act in the risponsibility of the Provincial Governments and modioal vure will 
bo provided at disponsurios , hospitals , clinics and other institutions to be set up and 
maintaino l by tho ProvinrialG riments. They hivi novordingly lion askerl 
by the Contral Governmont to make a survey of the concentrations of the industrial, 
workers in crons within two miles radius and the medical facilities available thoroin . 
Tho progress of the work in tuo various provincos had not boon uniform . Efforts 
to expedite the yurvey and the plane in all the provinces worc mado constantly. 
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II, Pilot Scheme in Dolhi. - An officer on Special Duty for this Schome WAS 
Appointed by the Delhi Aduninistration in Foliruary , 1949), but somo data regarding 
concentrations of factory worke s in the Province was collectod by the Delhi Add 
ministration bofore. The Chiof Commissionor , Delhi was addressed in the month 
of March , 1949 , to makh irangainonts for Hotting-up of disponsaries which will be 
required for the Pilot Schemo in Dolhi unch alyo for providing a ommodation for 
Local Officer of the Corporation in Dolhi Steps to roruit tho staff required for 
the Delhi Pilot Scheme well commencod in tho poriol ending 31st March , 1949 . 

12. The accounts for the financial year pending 31st March , 1949 , have been 
prepared by the Chief Accounts Officer and a copy of tho nccounts is attached to this 
report. The accountA propa "ud give a statomont showing the amount of loan taken 
from the contralGovermont and tho items on whioh it has so far baon spont. The 
* uocounts huvo not so far been budited by the Auclitors to be appointed by the 
CentrulGovernment. 

1.3. The yoar 1948 - 49 was peculiar, in that tho Corporation was established 
only with effect from 1st October, 1948 and expendituro was incurrel on hohalf of 
the Corporntion partly by the Contral Government and partly by the Corporation 
itself after its establishment . Under Section 31 of the Employees Stat , Insuranco 
Act , 1948 expenditure incurred by the CentralGovernment on behalf of the Corpora 
tion before its establishment whall have to be treated as a loan advanced by the 
Central Corornment to the ( orporution . The exponditure 80 nourro , viz., 
Rs. 33 ,851- 8 -0 ne uscertained fom the Accountant Gonoral, Central Revenuos , has 
been incorporatod in thone accounts . The total loan roccived from the Central 
Govornment including oxpan ( liture which was directly inourred on behalf of the 
Corporation by the ContralGovornment before the establishment of the Corporation 
amount to R « . 83,6165 - 1 - 0 . Thoie WAY & cloniny balance of Ry. ) , 173 -11- 6 . Tho 
not experirliture on tho Activitios of tho Corporation was , thereforo , RA, 82, 142 -5 -6 
the whole of which represents Administrativo expendituro .

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Annual Report in respect of tho Activities of the Employees State Lisanne 

Corporation fut the year 1949- 50 


Tho Director General lius the honour to present A roview of the work and acti 
vities of the Corportion for the yeur onderl 31st March 1950 . During the voar, 
the Central Governmont and the officers of tho Employoe State Insurance 
Corporation remained engaged mamly on the preliminary work necessary for the 
implementation of the schome all over the countıy . A schemo of this maturo , 
whero no Cxperience was Available l»eforo and which needs the co -operation of the 
Contral Government, tho Stato Governments , tho employers , the omploycus and the 
medical profossiou , roquirod considerablo mount of spado work in the laying down 
of policios, in the framing of rules and rogulations and prooedluro und in the fiold 
wolk neccssa y fo plaruling the sites , the stuff and the equipment for the Local 
Offices and dispensaries to be got up for the scheine. Proposals in regard to these 
mattors were cxamined by the Standing Committee and the Medical Bouclit Council 
during the year under reviow . No meeting of the Corporation was held . 

2 . Standing Committee. - The Standing Committon of tho Corporation held 
during the period under report two meetings in Septembor and December . 1949 . 
respectively and considered , inter alia the following matter : 

(a ) Organizational Sei up of the Corporation , and tho Working Plan , 
(6 ) General policy in neyard to ex niptjens form the provisions of the Act . 
(c) Medical system or systems to bo adopted for providing medicul benefit 

under the Scheme. 
(d ) Drafts of the Employers State Insurance (General) Regulations und 

Staff & Provident Fund Regulations, 
(P ) Location of Headquarters of the Corporation , 
(t ) Stundard of Medical honcfit uncler the Scheme and Modical Formulary 

thierofor . 
( 0 ) Draft of usreonents with the State Govornmonts regarding milioal 

bongfit . 
( h ) Delegation of necessary financial and administrativo powers to the 

Director General and other officors of the Corporation . 
3 Medical Benefit Council .- - The Modical Benefit Council which was set up by 
the Central Governmont in December , 1948 , was inauguratod by the Hon ble 
Minister for Hсalth on the 21st April , 1949. Two mectings of the Council were 
held during tho period under review in April and September , 1919, and the 
following mattery among others were considered by it :- - 
(a ) The ineclical system or systems that may be adopted for the purposes 

of the Employoes Stuto Insuranco Scheme. 
(6 ) Stanciurd of modicul benefit and the Medical Formulary under the 

Selleme. 
( c) Draft of the Avreement to loo artered into between the corporution and 

the State Governments regarding provision for medical benefit . 
(d ) Tlie panel system for the purposes of the Scheme in Bombay, 

The Council ulso considered and approved of the liaſt rulos regarding medical 
bonofit proposed to be recommended by the Central Government for adoption by 
the State Govorimont under het n 96 of the Employecs State Insurance Act 
1948 , 

4 . General Purposes Sub -Committee . - A General Purposes Sub -Committee was 
SAL up by the Standing Committee at its first mecting in October , 1948. It held 
hree mootings during the poriod and considered the various matters referred to it 
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by the Standing Committee . The continuance of the Sub - Committee was consideredt 
uoneccesary after September 1949 , as the Standing Committee felt that the work 
for which it was set up had been completed . 

5 . Accommodation for the Ileadquarters . — The Accommodation Advisory Com . 
mittee of the Government of India did not agree to the location of the Headquarters 
of the Corporation in Delhi or New Delhi and the Standing Committee at its meeting 
held in September, 1949 , decided to purchase a building under construction in Bom 
bay . The building was not ready during the year and the Hoadquarters continued 
to be in Now Delhi where the work of the Headquurte & was carried on in limitod 
accommodation made available by the Central Government. 

6 . Act, Rules and Regulations . - (i) Delegation to Chief Contoissioners - During 
the year under review , the ( entral Government authorised the Chief Commissioners 
of Ajmer -Mei waru , Andaman and Nicobar Islands , Coorg , Delhi and Pant Diploda 
to exercise the functions of the State Government under the Fnıployech Stute 
Insuranco Act, 1948 . 

( ii ) Rules under seotion 96 of the Employees State Insurance Act . 
( a ) Draft Model Rules relating to Employees Insurance Courts - -Comments 

of the Corporation on the draft Model Rulos proposed by the Central 
Government were submitted to the Contral Governmont . Those 
Model Rulcs bave since been finalised by the Central Government 

and circulated to the State Governments for adoption . 
(0 ) DrafModel Rules -relating to medical benefit - Comments of the members 

of tho Corporation and the Medical Benefit Council were invitech 
on the draft Model Rules sroposed to be recommended by the Contral 
Government to the State Governments on this subject . Comments 
received were considered by the Central Government and the Model 
Rules have since been finalised by the Central Government and 

rocommended for ndop ion hy the State Governments , 
(iii) Regulations to b . frward box Corporation - During the Vownlı 
review the 

(a ) Employees Stato Insurance (General) Regulations , 
(6 ) Employees State Insurance (Staff ) Regulations, and 

(c ) Employees State Insurance (Provident Fund ) Regulations , 
which are to be framed by the Corporation under section 97 of tho Act were published 
for comments . 

7 . Financial and Accounts Arrangements . - - ( ) The contributions under tho 
Employees State Insurance Schomo are to be collected mainly by contribution 
stamps . The designs of tho stamps were approved and an order to print sufficient 
number of contribution stamps for implomontution of tho Schemo in Dolhi and 
Kanpur was placed with tho Seourity Printing Press, Nasik . 

(ii) The Central Government approved the opening of a banking account 
of the Employeça State Insurance Fund with the Imperial Bank of India . The 
terms on which tho Imperial Bank of India could undertako the banking work 
including the terms for the sale of the contribution stampe were settled provisionally , 

(iii ) The audit of the Accounts for the years 1948 -49 and 1949-50 was under 
taken at the instance of the Contral Govornmont by the Auditor General of India . 

8 . Appointment of Principal Officers. - (a ) Shri K . A . Joseph , M . A ., was appoint 
ed Chief Accounts Officer for a term of 2 years from 1st April 1949. 

(6 ) Shri K . K . Bhargava , M .Sc., F .I.A ., was appointed Aotuary for a termof 
years from 1st October 1949 , 
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9 . Medicul Suv4. — The State Governments who ulo to provido Juertical 
benefit under the Act , continued the surveys of concentution of industrial workeim 
in various areas and the medical fiucilities in Valable therein . 

10 . Arranyement for implementation of the Schem . - While it was intended that 
the Employees Stato Insurance Sehen110 should be introduced in the first instanco 
14 a pilot schemom Delhi, the various Stato (toreuments were contacted during the 
vear under icviow to detormmo a programme for implemontation of the Schen alt 
over the country as soon as possible is a result of tliesa contacts it seemed that 
the Scheme could be implononted in Kanpur also simultaneously with its introdur 
tion in Delhi. But for other States, a littlo moro time capocmed required . 

Duning the year indor roview plung were mado recordingly and nuoleux Logonell 
Offices wero established at Dolbi and Kunpur i October 1949 . | These officos 
sturtud ho exploratory work for finding the necessary offico accommodation for tlo 
Regionnland Local OAices and assister the State Governmont authoritios in working 
out arrangemente for provisio ii of medical treatment under tho Scheme by those 
Government , 1 riffices also contacted employrrs und the organisations of the 
Amployers and the employees in Delhi Anil Kanpur and as a rosult of survcys made 
by thom jitparerl plans for tho staff and equipment required at tho Regional and 
Locul Offices. 

As tho Scheme had not been implemented anywhere in the year under review 
the expenditure of the Corporution continued to be met from loans from the Contrat 
Government. 

11. Visit of Mr. Stark. Mr. M . Stuck , ( hief of the Social Security Section at the 
Intenutionul Labour Office camo to India is response to 20 invitation from the 
( ontral Government and the Diroctor General. Various aspects of tho Schemo 
. and the Regulations framed under the Act were dimcussed with him and his valuable 
BUKKANtione obtained .
